Opened  at  10  a.  m  Tuesday  with  pre¬ 
liminary  •  lerciav*  and  address  of  the 
County  Superintendent  Daria 

He  made  reference  to  the  subjects  which 
would  be  discussed  during  the  session. 
He  deprecated  the  defleency  of  teachers, 
which  is  found  to  la?  greater  and  more  gen¬ 
era)  in  orthogiaphy  and  reading  especially 
than  in  any  oilier  branches.  He  descanted 
very  appropriately  upou  the  character  of 
the  teacher’s  profession  and  com  (aired  the 
(last  poor  qualifications  of  public  school 
teachers  with  the  present  advanced  compe¬ 
tency  of  teachers  generally.  The  same 
may  also  lie  said  of  the  Improvement  in 
the  I  tour  (Is  of  liu.tecs. 

He  referred  to  the  remunerative  value  ol 
the  teacher’s  vocation  as  comparing  favor¬ 
ably  with  others,  lie  also  referred  to  the 
proper  qualifications  of  teachers,  ol  course 
»ery  briefly  though  comprehensively. 
Knowledge  is  the  first  requisite  —  knowl¬ 
edge  of  himself  an  J  oi  1*.#  pupil.  Second, 
love  ol  chi Ulieu  is  tndispensibie.  Third, 
discipline  is  important.  / 

In  conclusion  tbu  county  superintendent 
made  a  touching  allusion  to  the  late  Mias 
Brown  o|  Montclair  .hlinse  death  had 
stllictcd  llxu  wliole  fi sterility  in  this  coun¬ 
ty  / 

This  mss  followed  by  mi  address  ot  Mr. 
Geo  B.  gears  superintendent  of  scl  o*l»  in 
Newark,  on  "Objective  Teaching.'  The 
distinction  lrei ween  object  teaching  and 
objective  tr*i  lung  was  alluded  to,  but  the 
natureof  object  teaching  which  was  ampli¬ 
fied  und  ill U't rated  very  filly,  formed  the 
burden  tif  the  address.

In 
which  Mi  Itsrringer  ot  Newark,  nisde 
some  very  plain,  but  excellent  remarks  In 
endorsmeo!  of  Mr  Davis'  allusion  to  the 
complaining  -pirit  sometimes  indulged  by 
teachers  that  they  are  n  it  sufficiently  ap 
predated  nor  their  profession  rightly  esti¬ 
mates!  by  the  community.

TOWN  MATTER*. -MONTCLAIR 

An  unusual  agitation  ia  manifest  in  our 
\  Huge  as  the  annual  town  election  ap¬ 
proaches.  The  prospect  is  that  there  will 
l«j  two  tickets  at  least  and  possibly  a  good 
deal  of  scratching  on  election  day. 

The  croakers  and  fault-finders  are  at 
thair  bootless  task  of  endeavoring  to  »>ur 
t^e  mind*  of  voters  against  those  fellow- 
citizens  who  have  served  the  town  in  of 
rice.  Taxes  have  been  pretty  heavy— road 
expenses  have  been  heavy.  But  these 
burdens  have  been  occasioned  by  laws 
which  our  town  officers  have  had  no  hand 
hi  making,  or  in  conaeqaence  of  sppropri- 
Vions  which  the  people  themselves  voted. 
F’solt  has  been  found  with  ths  Town  Com 
mittce.  Perhaps  they  have  not  Iwen  as 
wise  as  they  should  have  been  ;  but  they 
have  learned  by  experience,  and  we  shall 
probably  find.  If  we  displace  them  and 
put  in  a  new  committee,  that  it  will  take 
new  officers  one  term  to  learn  how  beat  to 
do  their  duties.  We  should  undoubtedly 
luve  our  best  men,  if  wc  can  get  them  to 
•erve  in  office  ;  and  they  should  be  kept  in 
office  long  enough  to  give  us  all  the  ad¬ 
vantage  of  their  experience. 

Party  politics  no  need  to  have  anything 
to  do  with  our  local  affairs,  and  it  should 
not.  Let  it  be  ignored  entirely  by  nomin¬ 
ating  committees, and  by  voters, sad  then  by 
•  lie  officers  elect.  The  rmpec'ive  political 
parties  may  desire  to  keep  upti.eir  distiiic 
live  organizations  and  it  is  well  that  they 
should.  But  in  considering  the  merits  of 
men  for  town  oflcere,  their  personal  charac 
t'Ts  and  their  special  capacities  and  fitness 
are  the  only  questions  which  deaervs  any 
:  ttention.  It  seems  to  ns  that  their  party 
affiliations  no  need  to  be  thought  of  or 
named.

CALD*  EI  L-TIIE  GEM  Of  THE 
HILLS- 

(From  our  own  Corrsspondsnt.) 

A  cheerful  looking  place  is  always  an  at¬ 
tractive  spot.  Wti*-n  Nature  and  Art  boih 
contribute  to  ths  beauty  of  our  surround¬ 
ing*  then  indeed  is  our  physical  condition 
essentially  desirable.  It  is  not  often  howev 
i  r, that  we  can  boast  of  such  a  happy  Ward¬ 
ing  of  bartuony.  Ther#  is  too  of  a  surfeit 
ot  th*  one  and  but  a  partial  development 
of  the  other.  Wher*  Nature  has  doo» 
much  t<>  contribute  to  our  enjoyment, 
Art  should  out  be  miserly  in  her  lavitb- 
meptJ.  And  in  this  I  douot  refer  *o  much 
to  what  might  be  termed  elaborate  diiplny 
sa  the  absolute  requirements  of  the  people 
Architectural  symmetry  and  other  eviden 
ces  ol  enterprise  and  thrift  may  have  their 
attractiveness  very  much  marred  simply  by 
a  neglect  to  complete  the  programme  of  sb 
solute  essentials,  ‘‘One  thing  lackeet  thou” 
said  our  Saviour  to  the  model  young  man. 
and  in  this  “lacking"  he  doubtlessly,  lost 
hisetemal  salvation.  Our  village,  plural- 
ly  speaking;  i*  even  a  greater  rinser,  for 
we  lack  two  fAiapt,  at  least ;  first,  lighted 
street*,  sod  secondly,  navigable  sidewalk* 
iu  ffet  weather.  It  may  be  answered  that 
we  are  not  incorporated  and  hence  are 
without  the  ordinary  mean*  of  securing 
such  advantages.  But  lamps,  oil  and 
plank,  are  uot  necessarily,  undei  control  of 
such  incorporation*  ouly  They  are  acces¬ 
sible  to  private  individuals,  and  the  cost 
of  them  i >cara  au  iiifiuiteaiual  proportion  to 
the  benefit  conferred  on  those  who  patron- 
iic  them.  Lighted  streets  have  become  so 
absolute  necessity  in  country  villags  and 
it  a  matUr  of  dollars  and  cents  a  judicious 
investment  in  them  will  pay.  Every  own¬ 
er  of  a  house,  at  a  trifling  expense,  can  in 
this  way,  dmtribu'e  not  only  to  the  cheer- 
f  ulneas  of  bis  own  residence  but  to  the  at¬ 
tractiveness  of  his  entire  surroundings,  and 
in  this  way.  enhsnea  th*  value  of  his  pos¬ 
sessions  I  am  told  that  the  cost  of  a  suit¬ 
able  street-lamp,  putting  up  and  nil,  is 
l»ut  six  or  seven  dollars,  and  of  course,  the 
expense  of  lighting  the  same  is  but  a  trifle 
per  night. 

Iu  the  matter  of  side  walks  the  remedy  is 
equally  simple  and  cheap- two  hemlock 
plank*  nailed  on  ckat*  and  placed  on  side 
walks  would  confer  an  incalculable  advan¬ 
tage  to  all.
